An All-Night Session at Ed. Butler’s 
House Before the Convention Met. 


HOW JOSEPH MURPHY WAS PULLED OFF 
THE SLATE AND ARNSTEIN PUT ON. 


Mayor Noonan Oaptures the Democratic 
Machine and Dictates the Ticket-. C. 


Maffitt and Ed Butler Fail to Get 


Their Men on the Slate—How the Deal 
Was Worked. 


The slate ticket went through the Demo- 
cratic Convention yesterday without a 
change, without the slightest alteration. 
Koetter’s Hotel was repeated perfectly, but 
this time the caucus was held at Ed Butler’s 
house, Twenty-third and Pine streets, and it 
lasted all night. It adjourned from there di- 
rect to the convention hall and the 
Slate ticket was then made known 
to those who were close enough to 

he leaders to be trusted. In this caucus 
both factions of the Democratic party were 
represented, but the candidates were all 
chosen by one side of the house. The whole 
party swung into line, but there were prom- 
inent men in the convention who ground 
their teeth when their own followers were 
forced to swallow the medicine. When the 
caucus broke up the slate was as follows:

| Subsequently the name of Joseph Murphy 
Was taken off the slate and that of Albert E. 
Arnstein was put on. How that was done 
will be told later. 

Among those who were present were Mayor 
E. A. Noonan, John B. O’Meara, Private Sec- 
retary James W. Brennan, Thomas Morris, 
Charles C. Mamitt, R. D. Lancaster and Ed- 
ward Butler. There were some others pres- 
ent—some new politicians who are as little 
known as many of the candidates. 

„ THE MAYOR'S MACHINE. 

The Mayor captured the caucus and the op- 
posing faction got nothing. Mamtt went 
there to get L. M. Rumsey on the ticket. 
Rumsey was all he asked for, but he was 
anxious to have him. Butler had two candl- 
dates, James Bannerman and M. J. Cullen. 
Neither of them got on the slate. John 
O'Neill had the support of that wing of the 
party. He is opposed to Noonan, but ex- 
pected to get on the slate in spite of that. 
He was beatenin the caucus by one vote. 
The same wing advocated Mr. Lange, an in- 
surance agent, but he was not acceptable to 
the Noonanites. 

The Mayor made the ticket, and a quantity 
of offices have been disposed of. 
was the weakest man with the Noonan crowd, 
but he got on the slate, only to be rubbed off 
the ext day. 

John B. O’Meara suggested M. M. Flesh and 
mentioned at the time that he was strong 
wilh labor organizations. No instance shows 
more plainly how absolutely the convention 
Was ruled by the machine than the case of 
Flesh. The only time he has figured in 
politics heretofore was when he was elected 
Mayor of Jefferson City on the Republican 
ticket. He has never been in politics since he 
has been in St. Louls, and many people sup- 
posed he was a Republican unti) he was nomi- 
nated in the Democratic convention. 

AN ALL-NIGHT SESSION. 

The Noonanites had a warm contest in the 
caucus. Had they consented to give the other 
side two places on the ticket they could 
have made up the slate very easily, 
but demanding it all, the fight 
began when the caucus began at midnight 
Wednesday night, and continued until after 8 
o’clock next morning. The Mayor then had 
the entire ticket. He hag. his appointments 
ta make in the spring, a he wants his own 
Council. He knew he could run the machine, 
and he would give up nothing to 
the other side. The Oouncil, to him, 
means the confirmation of whoever 
he may nominate. That means 
control of all 77 absolute con- 
trol of all city o , unlimited patronage. 
It was a game for high stakes and the Mayor 
was not willing to trust to any man not of his 
own choosing.

The arrangement then was that Marcus

ment is made that he told Noonan that Mr.

The caucus slate had gone out already. It 
was in the hands ofa dozen people, who had 
not been present, and the names ofthe six 
men, including Murphy, were heard during 
the morning. By the time the convention 
was called to order it was a common question 
th t the hall: Have you got the 
ticket?’’ Ang the general answer was,

„Well, 1 never had anything to ask of 
Noonan for myself, but when I did ask a pal- 
try fa vor for a friend—a favor which he could 
readily have granted, consistently with his 
duty, he forgot that he ever knew me. He 
forgot thatI had carried one ward for him 
through the soda water interest abd one 
ward through the beer interest, both by 
reason Of the fact that I was one of the best 
customers in the city for both interests. 
Well, since then I have asked Noonan for 
nothing, and have enjoyed his hostility.’’ 

And that’s why you were beaten?’’ 

„Well, yes; that and the treachery ofa 
couple of others. I determined to run for the 
Conncil, and a well-Known Four Courts’ 
judge, to whom I had given my check 
for $100 to pay his campaign expenses, 
and for whom had gone before a certain 
secret society and raised another large sum, 
agreed to go into yesterday’s convention to 
nominate me. Ihad such assurances from 
Democrats from all parts of the city, that 1 
knew I would be nominated in an open con- 
vention, that was not dominated by a caucus 
gang. About three weeks ago a lawyer 
friend of mine, who had agreed with 
me that I was sure of nomination, 
met me at Carmody’s and sad he 
was afraid things were being fixed against 
me. He bet methe drinks that I would be 
knifed in the convention and I took him. 

THE LAWYER KNEW. 

A few days before the primaries .I met him 
again and he said: ‘O’Neil, I will be Chair- 
man ot the Twenty-fourth Ward delegation 
and if, when the roll-call reaches me, you 
have enough votes for ours to nominate you, 
I’ll give you our delegation, but I am afraid 
the gang has you blacklisted.’ The result 
proved he was well informed. Af- 
ter the primacies, on Wednesday, 
a caucus was called, at which 
Ed. Butler, Ed Noonan, Charlie Mamtt, John 
O’Meara, Jim Brennan and Simon Bass were 
the main movers. SeeSam Kennard. He 
knows all about it, and maybe he’ll tell ft. 
Well, they had promised Joe Murphy that he 
should represent the South End of 8t. Louls, 
but in that caucus they madea monkey ofhim. 
As for me; 1 wasn’t init, aithough Butler and 
Mamtt were supposedly my friends. Well, 
yesterday morning I entered the convention 
hall and Ed Butler came to me and asked me:

And sure 
enough he did and cast three votes of his 
ward for me. I want to say thatI have 
nothing in the world against Ed Butler. He 
never owed me anything and never refused 
me a favor if he could grant it. In this case 
he knew I was doomed by the caucus and he 
said so. - 

And what then?’’ 

‘AFRAID OF THE GRIPPE. 

„Well, the judge who was to nominate me 
didn’t show up early and Billy Fitzgerald 
came over and said the Judge was feeling bad 
—like he was going to have the grip, and 
probably wouldn’t bethere. This was giving 
it to me cold all around, sol ran and got a 
hack and drove tothe Four Courts. I found 
the judge trying a nigger. I went to him 
and asked him how about the convention. He 
said he felt bad and was afraid he was going 
to have the grippe and possibly 
he wouldn't be over. I told him it 
was important to me to Know, 80 
after he had made some more excusesI gave 
him up, and went back tothe hall, satisfied 
that the old relation between him and 
Noonan had been too much forme. In the 
convention I found the Mayor’s Secretary, 
Jim Brennan, walking upand down every 
aisle, holding the boys in line, and proving 
that when Noonan said he was going to Keep 
his hands out of the convention he meant it. 
Brennan promised two men in one delega- 
tion jobs in the city departments 
to hold them to the slate. 
Another hard worker was  Brevet- 
Mayor Tim Scully,the man who has drawn a 
good salary from the Collector of Water Rates 
ever since Noonan was elected, and who has 
not done a day’s work for the city in two 
years, was helping Brennan. Brennan would 
hand a slip to a delegate with the slate names 
on it, saying ‘that goes,’ and you may have 
noticed it went. 

„Are Brennan and you friends?“ 

„Well, we ought to be. I had a hand in 
making him, I was at the meeting in Nagel’s 
saloon when the Mayor and his friends agreed 
to remove Mead from the position of Mayor's 
Secretary, and I named and urged Brennan 
for the place. However, he’s standing 
by the Mayor and that %% natural. 
I was opposed in that convention 
by men who owe their existence to Noonan— 
by men of whom can be proved that they 
are drawing salaries from the city without 
doing one days work a year—by some wlio 
are drawing two salaries at once from 


‘the facts. Nevertheless enough men broke 
away from caucus fetters and come to me to 
the bosses a terrible fright. In view of 
power and patronage of the opposition, I 

am not ashamed my vote, and I 
have no favors to ask from he men who beat 
me, nor fears for their enmity in the fight I 
propose to make. If slate caucuses deserved

C. C. Mamtt stated this afternoon that he 
had not heard anything of a ceucus gotten 
up by Mayor Noonan or anybody else. ‘‘I did 
not try to have Mr. Rumsey nominated and 
I guess if he cared to run he could have gone 
on the ticket. Mr. Bannermann, I know, 
would not run if nominated. I wanted 
to see Mr. Murphy nominated 
but he was defeated as well ‘as others pre- 
sented to the convention. I know also that 
Mr. Murphy never at any time cared par- 
ticularly for the nomination.’’ 


THE UNION PACIFIC SYSTEM. 


Plans for a Blanket Mortgage Being Con- 
sidered by the Management. 

New YorK, March 2.—A morning paper 
says: It is about to be announced that the 
managers of the Union Pacific Railroad have 
under consideration a plan for the creation 
ofa blanket mortgage to cover the entir 
system owned and controlled by the com- 
pany, similar to the consolidated mortgage 
which the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe issued 
upon its reorganization. Details of the plan 
are unavailable as many of them are incom- 
plete, while others depend upon negotiations 
now in progress, Jay Gould ts giving his 
attention largely to the work necessary 
to carry through so great a financial opera- 
tion, and accountants are preparing exact 
schedules of bonded indebtedness and other 
liabilities, while the lawyers are examining 
into every question of law which might arise 
in the execution of the scheme. The purpose 
of the mortgage is to effecta solidification of 
all the branch lines of the Union Pacific, pro- 
vide forthe floating debt and arrange means 
for a settlement of the debt to the Govern- 
ment. Necessarily such a comprehensive 
scheme requires months to perfect and 
it will doubtless be a long time de- 
fore the officers of the Union Pacific 
will be willing to furnish information as to 
particuldr points. Infact, many of the de- 
tails must be a subject of long discussion and 
the details of to-day may be overthrown to- 
morrow by the discovery of new conditions. 
The question of settlement with the Govern- 
ment onthe direct obligations of the Union 
Pacific company is one which must remain in 
the balance until negotiations can be re- 
opened with Congress. But while that feat- 
ure of Mr. Gould’s plan must be from the ne- 
cessities of the case the last tobe perfected 
the provisions for prior liens and the amalga - 
mation of the debts of the leased lines 
may be arranged and carried out 
at an earlier date. It is not 
yet decided whether four or five per cent 
shall be the rate on the new consolidated 
mortgage bonds. The final decision will de- 
pend largely upon the condition of the money 
market during the negotiations that must 
precede the exchange of underlying invest- 
ments. Mr. Gould’s skill in financlering is 
so well known that no doubt is entertained 
by his friends that the operation he has in 
hand will succeed. It is impossible to figure, 
however, upon the possible saving of inter- 
est rates that might be effected by the suc- 
cessful execution of this project. The im- 
portance of the work that Mr. Gould and his 
colleagues have taken upinits bearing upon 
Wall street affairs is obvious. 


THE FAHNENBERG ESTATE. 


An Interesting Decision by Judge Toney 
of Louisville. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Maren 20.—Judge Toney, 
in the Law and Equity Court, handed down 
his decision in the will contest case involving 
the estate of the late Baroness Fahnenberg, a 
native of St. Louis, who died in Paris is 1885, 
worth several hundred thousand dollars. She 
left property in Europe, and also in Missouri 
and ntucky, and she devoted it 
all to charity. She left $60,000 to Ed- 
mund T. Halsey in trust, to build 
a chapel at Spa, Belgium, for her own re- 
mains and those of her mother and brother, 
and $7,000to be invested in United States 
Government bonds, the interest of. which is 
to be used to keep the chapelinrepair. The 
rest of the estate is to be spent by the trus- 
tees in erectingin Lexington, Ky., a home 
for white Protestant orphans and old men 
and old women. It is to be known as the 
Hunt-Grush Asylum and the children, men 
and women are to be natives exclusively of 
the States of Kentucky, New Jersey and Mis- 
souri. The Court discussed the law in ninety- 
five pages of type-written matter and thirty 
pages of manuscript, and fnelly said: 1 
am, therefore, driven, without hesitation or 
doubt as to its validity, though not without 
reluctance, to decide the charity valid and to 
sustain the plaintiff’s demurrers to the an- 
swers and counter-claims or cross-bills of the 
defendants.’’

Mr. Perrien Requests His Nephew to For- 
ward the Money to His Cavtors at a 
Certain Rendezvous—The Police at 
Work on the Strange Case, but Without 
Any Clew—Criminal Calendar. 


DETROIT, Mich., March ®%).—Joseph Perrien, 
proprietor of one of ‘the largest flouring 
mills in Detroit, and a half a millionaire, was 
called to his door by a stranger last night 
with a message purporting to come from an 
intimate friend who was reported ill and de- 
siring Mr. Perrien’s a ce. Mr. Perrien 
left his home with the stranger about 10 
o’clock, entered a coup he brought with him 
and went away. Ati o’cGiock this morning 
the Perrien home door bel was rung and an 
envelope thrust in by a gman who im- 
mediately disappeared, eenvelope con- 
tained a $15,000 on the 
Peninsular 4 
Perrien is 
stockholder, pro 
$15 ,000gpayable in five anda letterto Mr. 
Perrien’s nephew, Mr. sselbacher, advis- 
ing him to cash the ehéck, negotiate the 
note, or, failing, to raise $15,000 on his own 
property to be paid asa om for Mr. Per- 
rien, who was being held by some parties 
whose identity the letter did not disclose. 
The letter appointed a .remdezvous at which 
the money might be paid this evening. The 
police were immediately put at work on the 
case, but up to 11 o’clock this morning they 
have noclew either tothe persons who kid- 
na ped Perrien or to his present whereabouts. 
Mr. Perrien isa bachelor, 68 years old, and 
extensively interested in Detroit industries 
and financial institutions. Theletter to Mr. 
Hesselbacher stated that Mr. Perrien had 
gotten into trouble with a woman and had to 
pay the money over without a word, but this 
statement is scouted.” Both note and check 
bore Mr. Perrien’s genuine signature. 

CONTENTS OF PERRIEN’S LETTER. 

The police absolutely refuse to show the 
letters sent by Perrien, but the following was 
obtained from his nephew, Hasselbacher, 
who gives it from memory:

Mrs. Quigley’s Confession. 


ROCHESTER, N. T., March 20.—Mrs. Quigley, 
sister of Arthur Hoyt Day, formerly of this 
city, has confessed to the murder of the 
latter’s wife, for which crime he was hanged 
at Welland, Ontario, Dec. 17 last. The testi- 
mony upon which Day was hanged was that 
of Mrs. Quigley herself, and her confession 
yesterday, made upon her death- bed, 
shows that she deliberately swore her 
brother's life away. The confession 
was made to her mother, and 
followed a sensational scene, in which the 
dying woman believed she saw her dead 
brother at her bedside. She then told her 
mother that she had proposed that Day’s 
first wife, who was giving him trouble on ac- 
count ofa bigamous second marriage, be put 
out ofthe way. She said that, as was told at 
the trial, she and Day and his wife went to 
Niagara Falls and crossed to the Canadian 
side, They went to the brink of the precipice, 
and Mrs. Quigley there drew Mrs. Day’s 
dress over her head and pushing 
her to the very edge, with the 
husband’s assistance, the woman was pre- 
cipitated into the watersand went over the 
falls. At the trial Mrs. Quigley denied hav- 
ing had anything to do withthe murder, but 
Day left a letter in which he accused her of 
the awful deed, stating that she had drugged 
his wife, and then, on arriving at the falls, 
pushed her over near therapids. He wished 
to give the alarm,but Mrs. Quigley prevented 
him, and told him to account for her ab- 
sence by saying that they had quarreled 
and she had left him. The letter accused her 
of having sworn his life away. and closed 
with a wish that she might not sleep a wink 
untilshe told the truth. Mrs. Quigley died 
soon after making the above confession. 
Arthur Hoyt Day wasa commercial traveler 
porter, and the murder cf his wife, which 
was investigated and revealed by Chief of 
Detectives Hayden, who found the woman’s 
body on the rocks on the Canadian side of 
Niagara Falls, madeone of the most sensa- 
tional criminal stories broughtto light for 
many years. .

Realism in Court.

ARRIVED WITH THE PAPERS. 


An Arkansas Officer to Take Two Prison- 
ers Back To-Night. 

After more than a week of delay the requi- 
sition papers in the cases of Geo. W. Brown 
and Joseph Ray arrived at police headquar- 
ters this morning. To-night Special Deputy 
Cogdal will leave with hismen for Arkansas 
City, Kan. Brown and Ray, both young ne- 
groes, were arrested in St. Louis ten days 
ago on the strength of a telegram from Ar- 
kansasCity tothe effect that they were wanted 
there. Officers Corcoran and Schoppe of 
the Central District caught the men at the 
United States Recruiting Station, 
on Pine street, near Twelfth, 
where they had gone for the 
purpose of enlisting in the Government ser- 
vice. Onthe arrival of Cogdal three days 
later it was learned that Ray was charged 
with criminal assault upon an 11-year - old 
girl named Minnie Delano, for which offense 
he had been held to the grand-jury. While 
in the jailat Arkansas City awaiting trans- 
portation to the county jail at Winfield, he, 
on the nightof March 1, made his escape. 
The following day a colored man went to the 
police authorities and told that George W. 
Brown, another negro, had taken Ray out. 
He said that Brown had ap- 
proached him the day before and by 
combined threats and persuasion had in- 
duced him to consent to aid in the sch me. 
He promised to meet Brovn at the jail at 11 
G clock that night, but was half an hour late. 
When he arrived on the scene he saw Brown 
at work at one corner of the jail, digging 
away the wall with a crow-bar.

BERLIN, March 20.—The Kaiser has ordered 
a searching investigation into the condition 
of the military stores. Alarmists go so far 
as to state that the situation, in some re- 
spects, is not different from that of France in 
the beginning of the last war, and that ex- 
tensive frauds have been perpetrated upon 
the Government. This, however, is not 
credited generally and the war office has al- 
ready begun an investigation, that it is bo- 
lieved will expose whatever rottenness 
exists.

FINANCIALLY PINCHED. 


THE KEYSTONE NATIONAL BANK OF 
PHILADELPHIA CLOSES ITS DOORS. 


The National Bank Examiner Takes 
Charge of the Institution by Order of 
the Comptrolier of the Currency—Other 
Failures. 4 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 2.—Shortly 
after the Keystone National Bank opened for 
business this morning the heavy iron doors 
were lowered and the following notice was 
placed upon them: . 


PHILADELPHIA, March 20.

National Bank er. 

After the closing of the bank’s doors admis- 
sion was denied toall persons. The closing 
of the bank this morning was a surprise to 
mos of the depositors. During the financial 
stringency in the latter part of last year 
there were rumors affecting the bank’s 
solvency and a heavy run was 
made upon it, buat the institution 
tided over the run and was thought to be in 
good financial condition. The largest deposi- 
tor of the bank is the city of Philadelphia 
which has a deposit there of about $400,000. 
The authorized capital of the bank is $500,000 
and a surplus of $100,000 is claimed. 

Manager Boyd of the Clearing House, stated 
that the bank hadan unpaid debt of $40,000 
standing against it there. It was contracted 
during the run on the bank, which occurred 
last November during the financial crisis. At 
that time the bank paid out several hundred 
thousand dollars. The timely aid of the 
Clearing House and financial institutions at 
that time saved it. The present trouble is 
supposed to be indirectly caused by that. 

No statement of the bank’s abilities and 
assets ig obtainabie, as the officials, 
directors and Bank-Examiner Drew are at 
present engaged in consultation with closed 
doors. It is said that the bank was 
closed by the Comptroller by reason of its 
reserve fund having fallen below the amount 
required by the national bankinglaw. The 
bank has a line of deposits amounting to 
about $1,400,000, and it is claimed for it that it 
has assets sufficient to meet this amount. 

ORDERED BY COMPTROLLER LACEY, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—Mr. Lacey, 
Comptroller of the Currency, to-day ‘said 
that it was by his direction that the Na- 
tional Examiner had taken charge of 
the Keystone National Bank of 
Philadelphia. His action was based 

pon reports received from the Examiner 
ea ‘fon other developments. The Comp- 
troller refuses to say anything in regard to 
the condition of the bank until after he hears 
the result of the examination now in prog- 


ress. 
SEIZED ON ATTACHMENTS.

REAL ESTATE NEWS. 


Mr. George Capen, President ofthe Lindell 
Electric Railway Co., says that within the 
next ten days he will have the Chouteau ave- 
nue branch of his line into Forest Park wired 
and in operation. The completion of this end 
of the road will accommodate a great many 
people residing adjacent to the route between 
Rock Springs and the park who have been 
anxiously anticipating the benefit of 
rapid transit for a long time.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


PLANS FOR THE RE-ESTABLISHMENT OF 
THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


The Preparations Advancing Rapidly— 
Coasters’ Island Selected as the Site 
for the College—Wrangle Over the Dis- 
tribution of Publie Documents. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., March 0. —- Under 
authority of a section of the naval appro- 
priation bill, the Bureau of Navigation of the 
Navy Department has begun the preparation 
ofthe plans for the re-establishment of the 
naval war college. The preparations are be- 
ing advanced rapidly and within a few 
months the college wili probably be in opera- 
tion. The appropriation bill provided for the 
construction of new buildingsand the Navy 
Department intends to erect. suitable 
lecture-rooms and to purchase all necessary 
apparatus. Coasters’ Island, off Newport, 
will be the site of the college, and this selec- 
tion is considered particularly advantageous 
because the nearness of the sea will allow 
practical demonstrations to be made of naval 
warfare theories. 

A WRANGLE OVER PUBLIO DOCUMENTS. 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—It is prob- 
able that considerabie trouble will result be- 
tween ex-members of the Fifty - rst Congress 
and their successors of the Fifty-Second over 
the distribution of the immense number of 
public documents provided for by the Con- 
gress just ended and which are to be printed. 
In years pastit has been the custom of the 
House, just before the adjournment of a Con- 
gress, to adopt a resolution allowing the 
members of that Congress to control the dis- 
tribution of public documents until the new 
Congress assembled in the following Decem- 
ber. Such a resolution was not passed by the 
recent Congress, and now members of the 
Fifty-second are claiming that they have a 
right to all docaments printed after the éth of 
March, while theretiring members of the 
Fifty-first contend that documents author- 
ized by that Congress, no matter when they 
were printed, belong to its members. 

: CAPITAL NOTES. 

The President will probably not make the 
appointments forthe new Circuit Judgeships 
until Congress meets next winter, as he 
wants the appointments confirmed before the 
judges take their seats. The five appointees 
for the Private Land Claims Court will prob- 
ably be named sooner, but the President will 
have an understaading with them that they 
shall draw no salaries until they are con- 
firmed and shall chim none in the event that 
they are not confirmed. 


GERMANY AND AMERICAN PORK. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—Minister 
Phelps having been unable to secure the ad- 
mission of American pork to Germany, Dr. 
Boetticher persisting that it is dangerous for 
food on account of the large percentage of 
trichine in it, President Harrison will, it is 
claimed, retaliate by excluding German beet 
sugar from this country. Sec. 8 of the Me- 
Kinley bill gives the President power to sus- 
pend, after Jan. 1, 1892, by proclamation, the 
provisions of the act relating to the free in- 
troduction of sugar, molasses, coffee, tea and 
hides, with a view to securing reciprocal 
trade with the countries producing such arti- 
cles. Over 500,000,000 pounds of beet sugar 
were imported intothis country from Ger- 
many last year ‘and by President Harrison's 
proposed proclamation all beet sugar im- 
ported after April 1 will be admitted free of 
duty, except that sent from Germany, 

THE CHOCTAW AND CHICKASAW CLAIMS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—Ex-Con- 
gressman Perkins of Kansas, who was chair- 
man ot the House Committee on Indian Af- 
fairsthe past two years, thinks that the 
Choctaws and Chickasaws will get the §$3,- 
000,000 voted them by Congress. When the 
Indians have performed what is required of 
them in the bil Secretary Noble will then, 
Mr. Perkins thinks, so report to the President 
and recommend thatanorder be issued for 
the payment of the $3,000,000.

The record so far is seven 
dead from freezing, while large numbers had 
arms and legs severely frozen. It is also cer- 
tain that a great many have perished of 
whom no traces have been found, and whose 
bodies have made food for wolves and coy- 


A Fatel Mistake. 


STOCKTON, Mo., March 20.—A sad and de- 
plorable mistake occurred within a few miles 
of this place yesterday. Some small boys 
were on their way to school when they found 
a bottle filled with aconite, and thinking it 
was they proceeded to drink it. Three 
ofthem, Jimmie Kelso, Charlie Brasher and 
Jess Owen, partook freely of the deadly drug. 
They were taken suddenly and violently sick 
and one of them, Jimmie Kelso, aged 7 years, 
died in great agony in a few hours after 
drinking the poison. The other two boxs are 
not expected to live. 


The Utopia Disaster. 


GIBRALTAR, March 20.—Capt. McKeague of 
the Utopia has been arrested for improper 
conduct, wrongful acts, negligence and mis- 
management. Divers who have gone down 
to the wreck say the sight is frightful. The 
bodies of the dead are packed in the hatches, 
and show how hard the struggle was to get 
outofthe hold. The inhabitants here who 
saw the ship go down from shore praise the 
noble gallantry ofthe British squadron in 
se'ving the lives of the people on the doomed 
Utopia. 


A Cattle Train Wrecked. 

Lima, O., March .- An east bound freight 
train onthe Pittsburg, Ft. Wayne & Chicago 
Railway, was derailed near Ada, fourteen 
miles east of this place about 6 o’clock this 
morning. The train was loaded with cattle, 
some twenty car lqads being killed and 
mained, mvolving a heavy loss. The cars 
were badly wrecked.

DENIES THE STORY. 


Councilman Vogel Explains the Defeat of 
the McDonald Wharf Lease Bill. 


The account of the curious methods accom - 
panying the killing of a measure in the City 
Council through the failure of its beneficiary 
to meet a financial demand made upon him 
by Councilman Vogel, as toid in yesterday’s 
PoOsT-DISPATCH, has stirred Mr. Vogel up con- 
siderably. The story was told by Mr. Gabriel C. 
McDonald of the G. C. McDonald steam Forge 
& Iron-works, and related to the killing ofa 
measure giving that company a twenty 
years’ lease on certain property with a 
wharfage front, because Mr. McDonald re- 
fused to pay Vogel $250 to withdraw a bin 
which he had introduced following the Me- 
Donald bill. Mr. Vogel denies the McDonald 
story emphatically. 

‘*‘I never made a proposition to McDonald 
to withdraw my bill for $250, and I will show 
you how it was impossible for me to have 
done so,’’ said he this morning. 

My bill was an ordinance to lease to Chas. 
Kunst a portion of the unimproved wharf, 
and it had a first reading Jan. 31, 1888, long 
before the McDonald bill was introduced, It 
was referred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means, consisting of W. J. Blakely, T. P. 
Bell and John J. Ganahl, on Feb. 3, 1888, and 
on Feb. 17 that committee reported, recom- 
mending that my bill donot pass. On Feb. 
24 the bill was ordered engrossed, and on 
March 2, 1888, it came to a vote and was de- 
feated by a vote of 7 to5. 

„Now the McDonald bill was introduced 
Feb. 21, 1888, by Mr. Ganahl after the Ways 
and Means had reported againstthe passage 
of my bill and when it was therefore practic- 
ally dead. It was read the second time on 
Feb. 24 and reported favorably with amend- 
ments on March 20. It was ordered engrossed 
March 23, and, far from working against the 
bill, I was not even present 
at that meeting of the Council. 
It came toa vote on March 27 and was de- 
feated by a vote of 7 to 4. I never didone 
stroke of work against the McDonald bill and 
can bring sworn affidavits to prove What 1 
say. I pronounce the whole story as false. 


Even before Il introduced the Kunst bill Mr.“ 


A. McDonald, a brother of Gabriel C. McDon- 
ald, had told me to go ahead with it, that 
they would want no such privilege and that 
it would not in the least ihterfere with their 
business.’’

A CASE DISCOVERED AT THE WORK- 
HOUSE TO-DAY. 


Another Oase Develops at the City Hospi- 
tal—Board of Public Improvements Con- 
sider Various Petitions—Union Avenue 
to Be Opened Through the Park. 


Small-pox has cropped out in another city 
institution now, and, if such is possible, the 
conditions under which it has made its ap- 
pearance are even more and mere perplexing 
than before. For ten days past the City Hos- 
pital was the battle ground where the doctors 
and the small- pox fought for predominance. 
Now the disease has made its appearance 
at the Work-house. The patient, whose 
name was not known at Health Department 
headquarters this morning, has been in the 
Work-house for three weeks. When, how or 
where he first contracted the disease is an 
opeh question, and how far the plague will 
spread is a matter for conjecture. This man 
with the germs ofthe disease in his system 
has been in contact with all the other pris- 
oners in the place during the entire time that 
he has been there, as there was no suspicion 
that he had the disease, and in con- 
sequence no precautions were taken. 
How many of the other miserable and un- 
fortunate prisoners have the disease develop- 
ing in their systems now can only be learned 
by patient waiting and careful watching. 

At the time the report came from the 
Work-house a message came over the tele- 
phone fromthe City Hospital that another 
case had been found there this morning, 
Ernest Lancert, aged 45, German, living at 
Broadway and Cass avenue, who had been 
admitted to the hospital some time ago. 

These two with the case of yesterday, that 
of the child of a man named Farrish, living 
at 2122 Wash street. The father has left town, 
and the child only afew days old with its 
mother have been sent to Quarantine.

THE SOUTHERN FLOODS. 


LEVEES AT NEW ORLEANS IN DANGER 
OF BREAKING, 


The Water Above the Danger Line—A 
Serious Break at the Ames Rice 
Plantation—Lines of Railways Sub- 
merged. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 20.—The news 
from up riveris not encouraging. At New 
Orleans the water is above the danger line 
and shows no marked disposition to fall. The 
levees about the city will stand seventeen 
feet of water, which is eight-tenths of a foot 
more than there is now. Then leaks will be- 
gin and the city will forget the riot of last 
Saturday to carry sand bags for the protec- 
tion of weak spots. All the low land about 
the city is flooded and there have been half a 
dozen serious breaks in the levees on both 
sides of the river above the city. 

The most serious break is on the bakes 
Ames rice plantation, opposite the upper 
end of the Exposition grounds and about 250 
yards. below the locks of the company canal. 
This crevasse was discovered about 9:15 
o’clock Monday night by an employe of the 
Texas & Pacific Railroad, who was hauling 
some material to be used in repairing the 
He notified R. Barrow, the 
manager of the canal, who, with Roger Valle, 
immediately aroused the neighbors and pre- 
pared to close the break. The Texas & Pacific 
and Southern Pacific Railroad authorities 
were notified, but before a force could reach 
the scene the water was rushing through the 
gap with such fury that it could not be 
stopped. 

Strange as it seems the strongest current 
came in from below, where the return cur- 
rent flows parallel to the levee. The water in 
the break was about five feet lower than the 


-river, which enters the break with a fall of 


about seven feet and at a slopeof about 
thirty-five degrees, piling up in the break 
and spreading out in fan shape inside. 

The roar of the water could be heard dis- 
tinctly a mile distant and the boiling waters 
pouring through the break was terrific. Out 
in the river a large Maeistrom caught the 
drift and carrying it round and round gradu- 
ally sucked it into the current until it was 
suddenly shot through the break and never 
seen again.

The 
body of ter that might threaten the city 
has been appreciably diminished and if there 
are no important rains to the north, damage 
in the city may be avoided. The enormous 
fall of twelve feet in the Cumberland at Nash- 
ville and heavy falls of a foot or more at 
every point above Evansville, on the Ohio, 
are heartening to the New Orleans and all 
the Lower Mississippi people. Those de- 
clines more than counteract the slight rises 
reported at Oairo, Grand Tower, Chester, St. 
Louis ana other points on the Mississipp!. 

It is hoped that the extension of the rain 
belt into the Ohio valley will not impede 
the fall of that river.

~THE WORLD’S FAIR BUILDINGS. 


A Pidn by Which Millions Will Be Saved 
in Their Construction. - 

CHICAGO, Hl., March 20,—Chief of Construc- 
tion Burnham and the Commission of Archi- 
tects have figured out a plan by which about 
$4,000,000 will be saved inthe construction of 
World’s Fair buildings. Those structures 
planned to cost $8,500,000, which are to rise in 
Jackson Park, willhave all the appearance 
of magnificent palaces of marble, granite and 
glass, but they will be built principally of 
wood and staff. Staff is the French 
name for a comparatively inexpensive 
building material, consisting chiefly of a 
composition of cement and gypsum. Mr. 
Burnham’s plan is to make fmitation marble 
columns, marble slabs and granite walls out 
of wood and a coatingof staff. The original 
idea was that steel, iron, Brick and stone 
should be the material used, buta little fig- 
uring showed thatthe cost would run mil- 
licns beyond the resources of the directory. 
The Paris Exposition buildings were built 
largely of staff. Several of the main buildings 
in Jackson Park will be surrounded 
by lofty collonades. The pillars will look 
like granite and marble and none but an ex- 
pert will be able to tell the difference. The 
walls, exterior and interior, will look lke 
Barring the roofs and domes, where 
iron will be necessary, almost the whole of 
the structure will be built of wood coated 
with staff. A peculiarity of staff is its sus- 
ceptibility ofcolor. Ofthis a great feature 
willbe made. Artistic tints and shadings 
will be given to each building , and palaces of 
beauty are promised. The buildings will be 
fire proof.

THE MILLINGTON CASE. 


Physicians Testify to Exhuming and Ex- 
amining Avery’s Body. 

DENVER, Colo., March 2.—Following Dr. 
Miller as a witness in the Millington murder 
case yesterday, Dr. E. A. Lee testified to 
asssisting in twice exhuming the body and 
cutting away portions of the thigh, lege and 
ribs forexamination. He failed to recognize 
the body as that of Mr. Avery when it was 
finally taken up. Dr. Warren was the 

next expert witnessed, testifying 
that he considered Avery .- a 
strong healthy man, suffering from 
an injury tothe stomach, causing gastric de- 
rangement and irritative fever. The symp- 
toms could have been brought about by over- 
eating or drinking. He found the heart and 


hadachill. One symptom was a constant 
twitching of the toes, which might have 
arisen from a heart affection. His pulse 
stopped beating an hour before he d!ed. Mrs. 
Avery was the first to tell the wit- 
ness that Avery had lost the 
use of his limbs just before 
death. At the post-mortem examination 
the witness found all the organs normal, but 
the stomach was intensely red externally, 
speckled all over with dark red spots, as if 
the inner coat were gone, and the veins were 
dark and enlarged. This indicated extreme 
inflammatory action. On cross-examination 
the witness stated that he and Dr. Miller had 
agreed that Avery’s disease was a case of 
ordinary gastric fever. He had changed his 
mind since first testifying that Avery had 
died of irritant poison. The rest of his evi- 
dence covered Mrs. Avery’s fainting spell and 
the exhuming of Avery’s body.

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THE TRUCK STORE’S TRIUMPH.

ter. It is strange to observe what small 
causes willalter the course of a great river. 
A bar raised a foot, or a point ot land bullt 
out by the deposit of mud and driftwood will 
give the river a turn tlfat will throw the force 
of the current from the right to the left bank 
ten miles below. When it is remembered 
that breaks occur not so much from the water 
rising above the top of the leveesas to the 
banks giving way to the pressure of 
the water, the importance of such 
a change of current can be estimated. This 

spring points had the current thrown against 
them that had never before been touched, 

while the places guarded by heavy dykes felt 
no pressure atall. Weknow where to look 
for the current when the Junerise takes 
place, and the United States engineers are 
already hard at work providing for their pro- 
tection. Itis not always necessary to build 
dykes, but is often more effective to remove 
the cause that leads to the change of current. 
By a day’s dredging or by drawing away a 
bank formed dy the last rise, the necessity

WHITE SLAVES IN WEST VIRGINIA. 
A Néw York Newspaper Man Visits the 
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How Was C. E. Ruttingar Killed and 
Who Killed Him? 


* $8 DETECTIVES OF NEW YORK CANNOT 
ANSWEE EITHER. 


Wo Light on the Mysterious Death of the 
German Lace Manufacturer and the 
Suicide of His Brother-in-Law—Strange 
Facts Brought Out by the Investiga- 
tion—Theories of the Officers. 


New York, March 20.—There are two im- 
portant questions in the Ruttinger-Wright 
case for detectives to answer: 

How was Carl Emmanuel Ruttinger killed? 

Who killed him? 

All of the work that has been put upon the 
case has not disclosed a single fact of those 

hours or days of hislife that lay between 6 
o’clock Monday morning, Feb. 2, and the 
moment of his death. No one with certainty 
can say when he died. 

When on March 8, his body was found in 
Arthur Kill near the Tottenville, Staten 
Island, dock his hands were loosely tied with 
thin twine and a coarse linen handkerchief 
Was in his mouth. His hands were not 80 
tied that he could not have freed them had he 
possessed the strength of a boy, and the 
handkerchief could have been coughed out 
had it been thrust in while he was conscious, 
The body was in good condition and expert 
morgue men and undertakers united in the 
opinion that it could not have been in the 
water longer than four days. 

The autopsy did not reveal the cause of 
death. The brain was normal and firm and 
there were no wounds on any part ofthe 
body. All the organs were in normal condl- 
tion apparently save the lungs, which were 
congested, though from what cause the doc- 
tors could not say. 

CONTENTS OF THE STOMACH. 

Dr. Walsel, one of the doctors who made 
the post-mortem, said: ‘‘It was surprising 
how little there was in the man’s stomach— 
certainly not an after dinner coffee-cup full, 
There can be no doubt of what the matter 
was. It was German herring salad. There 
were also a few traces of beets and sauer- 
kraut. There was no trace of any liquor in 
the stomach. 

Ruttinger left his boarding-house in East 
Fifty-eighth street, New York, on the morn- 
ing of Feb. 2 and his body was found in the 
water at Tottenville on March 8, thirty-four 
days later. The body had not been in the 
water more than five days. It is very im- 
portant to know where Ruttinger was for 
twenty-nine days. The contents of the 
stomach seem to be fatal to the theory that 
he was keptin confinement somewhere and 
then murdered. In confinement he would 
not have been fed on herring salad, beets 
and sauerkraut. 

It is supposed that Ruttingerarrived at 
Tottenville at 8:30 o’clock p. m., Feb. 2, as 
in his pockets were found return coupons of 
tickets taken upona trainarrivingat that 
hour. It is also supposed that he was accom- 
penied by William Wright, his brother-in- 
law, who had accompanied him to America 
and whom, he had reported to Mr. Neu, the 
boarding-house keeper, he had seen on a 
train for Boston the night before (Feb. 1.) 
This latter supposition is based upon

Fred Evans, whocut his t at the 
Astor House on the morning of Feb. 3, has 
been fully and positively identified as 
Wright. On searching his clothing after the 
suicide was discovered the ner found 
80 money. Among thes change was 
a brand new nickel five-cent piece bearing 
date of 1891. The five-cent pieces for this 
year, it has since been discovered, had then 
only just come from the mint and yery few of 
them were in circulation until Feb. 1. Even 
after that they were only paid out by large 
corporations handling a quantity of small 
change. 

The Staten Island Rapid Transit Co. re- 
celved one of the first lots given out on Mon- 
day, Feb. 2, and they were immediately is- 
sued at the ferry-houses and at the stations 
along the line of the railway. 

There is no doubt as to how William Wright, 
alias Evans, died, He cut his throat with a 
razor and bied to death. He had taken great 
pains to prevent the identification of his 
body. If as supposed he was in Tottenville 
with Ruttinger, he returned to New York on 
a train arriving at 11:55 p. m., the only train 
that he could have taken after arriving at 
Totten wille at 6:30. He did not appear at the 
Astor House until 1:60 o clock in the morning, 
one hour and thirty-five minutes after the 
arrival of the train. Before he died he cut 
the tab off his shirt, tore the lining out of his 
hatand destroyed his hankerchief and all 
of his papers. He did, not, however, oblit- 
ats the initials W. W. scratched in his boots, 
and of which he probably did not know. 

His trunk, which he took away from the 
Neu House when he pretended to go to Bos- 
ton, has not yet been found, He had a satchel 
when he left the Neu House, and this is also 


missing. 
A BLOW AT A THEORY. 
An attempt was made to find a scar on Rut- 
r’s left wrist that his wife said was there 
the body was buried. The coffin was 
opened at the District Attorney's orders and 
the arm of the dead man raised from under- 
neath the shroud. It was impossible to find 
any scar, however, for the body had so far 
decomposed that when the arm was raised 
the fingers fell apart. The hand was coal 
black. 

The whole body was in a very bad condi- 
tion, One-halfof the long black mustache 
was gone. It had been accidentally pulled 
out by Dr. Walsel when he made the second 
autopsy. 

This discovery was a severe blow to those 
who have heretofore claimed that Ruttinger’s 
body had not been in the water more than 
three or tour days, for the loosening of the 
roots of the hair is a positive sign that a body 
has been under water for a considerable 
length of time. In view of these facts it 16 
now held by the Staten Island authorities tnat 
Ruttinger’s body might. have been in the 
water since Feb. 2. The doctors and morgue 
keepers, however, say that this is absolutely 
impossible. 

To offset this, however, Robert McDonald, 
engineer of the Perth Amboy ferry-boat, says 
that on Tuesday last the tide was lower than 
* it has been for many months past. He passed 
in the ferry-boat that day near the spot 
where Ruttinger’s body was found next day, 
and he says he is confident that there was no 
body under the stern of the Estelle Trudell 
where Ruttinger was found on Wednesday. 
In support of this McDonaid says that on ac- 
count of the extremely low tide there was no 
water on the flats, and that if there had been

The plan probably is for the Association to 
consent to take in Indianapolis, instead of 
Cincinnati. This lets Mr. Brush into the 
Association. To compensate for this con- 
cession allthose players which the League 
has seized since the Association revolt will 
be returned to the clubs from which they 
were taken or will be duly bought. Presi- 
dent Krauthoff of the Western Association 
has been an important factor in persuading 
the Association to an amicable settlement. 

NEGOTIATIONS FOR A COMPROMISE. 

There is unquestionably some foundation 
for the telegram from New York that the base 
ball war is to be compromised and the Asso- 
ciation isto return to the national agree- 
ment. The National League made the over- 
tures to the younger body, because they are 
being worsted in the fight and are in no 
condition to go through a base ball 
war. These negotiations have been pending 
some daysjand are not apt to be consummated 
for a week or two if they are at all. The 
manner in which the League has deceived 
and tricked the Association and is now en- 
gaged in doing up Al Johnson who was foolish 
and unprincipled enough to deal with it, has 
made the Association people very careful 
about engaging in any business transactions 
with the present base dall organi- 
gation. President Kramer has transacted all 
the business of the Association in the prem- 
ises and the restgnation ſof A. W. Thurman 
from the Board of Control was undoubtedly 
in deference to the wishes of the Asso- 
ciation. It is claimed by ‘the Asso- 
Cilatiog that if it compromises at all with the 
League it will not place a club in Indianap- 
Olis, but will insist on having a team in Cin- 
einnati and demand other concessions from 
the older organization. It is hard to 
see how any compromise can benefit the 
Association as it willinjure its prospects in 
Boston, and very likely in Cincinnati also, 
and will keep it playing second fiddle to the 
National League, whereas it now hasan ex- 
cell nt opportunity to make itself the lead- 
ing base ball organization of the country. 

ASSOCIATION GETTING THE PLAYERS. 

In the matter of securing players the Na- 
tional League is being badly worked by the 
American Association. The latter has re- 
gained almost every player that jumped or 
agreed to jump to the League and have 
also signed a number of the reserved men of 
the latter organization. Griffin, the great 
outfelder, who was claimed by the 
League, has signed with the Philadelphia 
Association Club. He has a three-year con- 
tract at $5,000 a year and. will captain the 
team. George Wood, a League reserved man, 
has also signed with the Philadelphia Asso- 
ciation Club and Tip O' Neill, claimed by the 
League, has signed with St. Louis as has 
already been stated. McAleer, who, 
although reserved by Cleveland, signed with 
St. Louis, has jumped his .Association con- 
tract and returned to Cleveland. He is 
the only man who signed with St. Louis and 
afterward broke his contract. In securing 
Players, the Association has not induced a 
a solitary man to break a contract.

HOLINESS MEETINGS

An Explanation of Their Purpose—Arch- 
bishop Kenrick’s Residence—St. Xav- 
ier’s.

Great interest has of late been manifested 
in Rev. Dr. B. Carradine’s holiness meetings, 
which are held every Tuesday evening at Cen- 
tenadry Church, Sixteenth and Pine streets.

**Sanctification consists not in pardoning, 
but in the destruction of the principle of in- 
bred sin or depravity.’’ 

‘*What is the difference between the ex- 
perience of sanctification and the experience 
ofa pardoned man?“ 

Both enjoy the love of God and are loyal 
to God. But in the regenerated heart there 
are frequent storms, powerful agitations and 
seasons of profound gloom; while the sancti- 
fled soul enjoys a constant spiritual rest, an 
abiding joy,a love that nothing imbitters 
and a peace that nothing can destroy.
